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So Lad making every reasonable effort to put into operation our 
» first plan, we were compelled to abandon it partially for the present. 
We then |began negotiations with Profs. Cadenhead and Hedrick. 
which resulted in their employment as co-principals for ah eight 
months them at a salary insured to them by us of $900/and all that 
the school would pay above that amount. Prof. Cadenh¢ad has 
been principal of Lena High School since its establishment three 
years ago. His marked success/in that position has won for him 
the confidence of the people of Lena community to.a vety high 
degree. | He has had considerable experience as a teacher and 
has invariably proved himself an able instructor. | Prof, Hen- 
drick is|a tecent graduate from Lebanon, O., having especially 
lined |himself for teaching, and has had enough pswexe to 
prove his aptness and ability in the profession of his ¢choicd. The 
co-principals have employed Prof. ——— Heidrick as tdachet of the 
primary jlepartment, who isa young man of some experfence/in that 
line of instruction, who is proving himself well fitted for the place. 
Miss Gulledge, the music teacher, has the knowledge of music and 
the tact for teaching it well combined, and those pi atronizing her de- 
partment are perfectly delighted with her work. 
Now, prethren, while we have not fully carried out our-firgt plan,
